1 . (Currently Amended) A pre-folded flower wrap comprising: 

3 sheet of material for us e in packaging flow e rs and plant s , th e s h ee t of materia l 
comprising a plurality of scored intersecting lines, the plurality of scored intersecting 
lines defining a distinct folding sequence when movinp the sheet of material having 
from an first unfolded position to and a se cond folded position, die folding sequence 
corresponding wherein the shea of materia l te mov e abl e from th e fir s t pos i tion to th e 
second position by folding in a pre d e fin e d sequence along th e plurality of l inen, the 
plural i ty of lin e s arrang e d to form a packag e having to a pre-determined shape for the 
pre- folded flower wrap, wherein the pre-folded flower wrap comprises an appearance 
of being, wrapped by hand when the sheet is in the second position, 

2. (Currently Amended) The sheet pre-folded flower wrap of claim 1 , wherein the sheet 
of material comprises a single layer th e scor e d lines ar e arrang e d to cr e ate th e pre 
defin e d folding fiequ e noo . 

3. (Currently Amended) The sheet pre-folded flower wrap of claim 1 1 wherein the sheet 
of material further comprises*^ visual indicia arranged to illustrate the f WHto fl tt e d 
folding sequence. 

4. (Currently Amended) The sheet ore-folded flower wrap of claim I , wherein the sheet 
of material furdier comprisestog a fastening means disposed on a least a one portion 
of the sheet of material that is an overlapping portion when the sheet of material is fc> 
s e cure th e sh ee t of mat e rial in the second folded position to secure the pre-folded 
flower wrap in the pre-determined shape . 

5. (Currently Amended) The sheet pre-folded flower wrap of claim 4, wherein the 
fastening means comprises adhesive, double-sided tape, mechanical fasteners, direct 
bonds end or combinations thereof. 
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6. (Currently Amended) The sheet pre-folded flowerjwrnp of claim 1 , wherein the pre- 
determined shape is a generally conical having an open lop and bottom.

8. (Currently Amended) The sheet nre-folded flower wrap of claim I » wherein the pre- 
determined shape «<*» further comprises the appearance of multiple overlapping hand- 
wrapped layer s of wrap . 

9. (Currently Amended) The sheet nre-folded flower wrap of claim 1 , wherein the sheet 
of maicrial further eompriscsiag markings disposed across ihc sheet of material and 
arranged to produce a selected appearance when the sheet is in the se cond f olded 
position, wherein the [Markings arc arranged tu compliment the feWed predetermined 
shape of the sheet of mat e ria] pre-folded flower wrap . 

1 0. (Currently Amended) The sheet pre-folded flower wrap of claim 9, wherein the 
plurality of lin e s ar e arrang e d to produc e pre-determined shape comprises a generally 
conical shap ed package when the nhoct of mater i al to i n the second pos i t i on and the 
markings are arranged to produce an appearance of a generally translucent inner wrap 
surrounded by a generally transparent outer wrap. 

1 1 . (Currently Amended) The sheet pre* folded flower wrap of claim I, wherein the sheet 
of material further comprises a plurality of second folded positions, each one of the 
plurality of second folded positions corresponding to a distinct pre-folded flower wrap 
package , die plurality of scored intersectin£ lines arrang e d to defining a plurality of 
distinct folding sequences, each one of the distinct folding sequences associated with 
one of the folded positions d e fin e each on e of th e distinct packages bus e d upon th e 
folding s e qu e nc e and used when moving the sheet of material from the fiflrt unfolded 
position to the desired folded second position. 

1 2. (Currently Amended) A method for making a pre-folded. secured flower wrap s h ee t of 
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mat e rial for use in packaging flowers and potted plants, the method comprising: 
folding tfw a sheet of material in a s e qu e nc e d e fin e d by across a plurality of 
intersecting lines in accordance with a distinct folding sequence associated with to 
form o package having a prc-delcrmincd folded shape lo form die ore-folded flower 
wrap having an appearance of being wrapped by hand : 
securing the package nre-folded flower wrap in the pre-determined shape; and 
shipping Ihe secured Enfolded packag e flower wrap . 

13. (Original) I he method of claim 12, further comprising scoring the plurality of 
intersecting lines in the shed of material. 

14. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 2, further comprising: 

scoring a plurality of intersecting lines in the sheet of material corresponding to define 
a plurality of distinct folding sequences; 

selecting a the desired folding sequence from the plurality of distinct folding 
sequences ; and 

folding the sheet of material in accordance with the selected folding sequence. 

15. (Original) The method of claim 13, wherein the step of scoring the sheet of material 
further comprises scoring a plurality of paper sheets simultaneously. 

16. (Original) The method of claim 1 3, wherein the step of scoring the sheet of material 
comprises scoring a single film sheet using a metallic die. 

17. (Original) The method of claim 1 2, wherein (he step of securing die package in the 
pre-determined shape comprising applying a fastening means to ut least one 
overlapping portion of the pre-determined shape. 

1 8. (Currently Amended) A method for making a pro- folded, secured flower wrap a heofrof 
material tor use. in packaging flowers and potted plants, the method comprising; 
scoring a plurality of intersecting lines in a sheet of material, the plurality of 
intersecting lines defining a distinct folding sequence corresponding to a pre- 
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determined folded shape to form the pre-folded flower wrap havinfi an appearance of 
being wrapped hy hand tor-folding the shee t of mat e rial ; 

applying a fastening means to at least one portion of the sheet of material that is an 
overlapping portion of the pre-determined shape; and 
shipping the shed of material in an unfolded *Uile, 

1 9. (New) The prc-foldcd flower wrap of claim 10, wherein sheet of material comprises a 
single layer . 
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
